last night saying that in denying a 
new trial for Becker, Justice Ford had 
taken the only step possible under the 
circumstances. 
In other quarters it is believed that 
a plea for 'mercy would change the 
executive's attitude. He is very posi- 
tive regarding Becker's guilt. 
The 
fact which became public after Justice 
Ford handed down his decision that 
gecker had offered to plead guilty to 
second degree murder convinced the 
governor of his belief based on infor- 
mation that no injustice will be done 
in executing the former lieutenant.

Becker Bears up Well.

ham comany for the paving of Milton 
avenue north from St. Mary's avenue 
to the city limits with brick on con- 
crete foundation. 
No further settlement was reached 
regarding the" bids 
for the 
asphalt 
macadam Jobs for 
Wisconsin 
and 
South -Bluff streets, other than tests 
of the two brands of asphalt will be 
made. 
Dispute arose over the quali- 
ties of the Scarce and Aztec asphalts 
for the macadam pavememt on these 
two streets. An error appeared . in 
that the repairs on Jackman street 
would amount to fifteen hundred dol- 
lars advanced as an argument against 
accepting the cheaper 
brand of as- 
phalt. 


The Jackman pavement was laid a 
number of years ago, under the old 
council form of government and it Is 
claimed that the pavement has not 
proven satisfactory. While no rubble 
or stone repairs have been made, it 
is said that all that saved the pave- 
ment last year was the oiltag, which 
the property owners paid for..

Attorney 
Charles E. Pierce and District Attor- 
ney Dunwiddic wers present when the 
warrant was read by the court. 
Attorney Mouat entered a petition 
that the case be held open for a few 
days until the return of Attorney Jcf- 
fris, who, it was said, was to defend 
Dr. Dudley.

This latest effort 
is on a 


much more extensive scale than that 
of a year ago against Franca- it is 
the n.ost tremendous military effort 
the world has ever seen. But its suc- 
cess or failure, will be measured, from 
a military viewpoint, not by whether 
\Va,-saw is or is not captured, but by 
n-iwther the Russian army does or 
docs not. escape the jaws of the Ger- 
man chusrer. 


Three Main Sectors. 
The principal 
section 
of attack 


may he divided into three sectors- 
( i i i The Narew sector, northwest of 
V.'ai-saw, between the Wkra and the 
Nniv.v through Ciechanow 
and 
Os- 


irolenka: (b) the Vistula sector, west 
of Warsaw, along the Grojec-Blonie- 
Ciocliunow line, a'nd (c) the Lublin 
sPttcr, southeast of Warsaw, alou" 
the line of the railroad from Avan- 
gorocl to Chelm. 


It is along these sectors that the 


brunt of tne German attack is being 
delivered, and success in any sector 
will probably mean the retirement of

Along the second sector, however 
the sector of the Vistula, von Hinden-

His 
forces 
have 
reached

which has Warsaw as a ce-nter. Were 
the Teuton attack to be made against 
Kovel, further to the-east, where the 
attacking troops would have behind 
them the excellent system of Galician 
railways radiating from Lemherg, he 
would be too far from Warsaw 
to 
close in upon it in time to reap the 
benefits of his success. Moreover, to 
attack Kovel would mean that the 
supply columns would have to skirt 
around the Bug in an 
arc, as 
the 
banks o£ that river are lined with 
marsh belts which make its crossing 
a 
matter of grave 
difficulty. 
The 
Germans are, therefore, taking the 
shortest and most direct route, and 
the route which, if they succeed, will 
be most prolific of results. 


Military critics 
of Europe are al- 
most unanimously of the opinion that 
Warsaw must fall, and that within a 
very short time. If it does 
fall and 
the Russian army makes good its re- 
treat before it is overwhelmed by the 
victorious Teutons, what possibilities 
will the new situation present? 
Before a suggestion 
can 
be 'at- 
tempted, it must be realized that the 
least the fall of Warsaw 
can mean, 
aside from the capture of an import- 
ant railroad center and manufactur- 
ing city, is the retirement of the whole 
western front of the Russians behind 
the line of the Vistula and the Bug. 
The Russian line will then be straight- 
ened out and materially shortened by 
the flattening out of the Warsaw sal- 
ient. A further German advance could 
probably, therefore, be checked, pro- 
vided the Russians' ammunition sup- 
ply be -not too greatly impoverished. 


Can Ftuss Save Army? 
But his presupposes a German in- 
tention to advance, and these seems 
to be no logical reason why she 
should wish to go beyond the line of 
these rivers.

least some time. 
And not only that. Germany, could 
and would dig herself in, a'nd, just as 
she has done in the west, in order to

ment against Russia, hold the Rus- 
sians in check 
behind the Vistula 
with

small forces 
while the remainder of her forces

Eliminate Educational Qualifications 


by Amendment to Assembly Bill. 


[SPECIAL TO IHB GAZETTE? . 


Madison, Wis., July 29.—Aid 
to 
rural school teachers without the limi- 
tation of additional educational qual- 
ifications was endorsed by the assem- 
bly last inigbt when that body amend- 
ed and engrossed the Dickie bill. As- 
semblymaa Harabrecht, who opposed 
It because ol the elimination of the 
educational qualification feature, has 
moved reconsideration, and the bill 
will come ivp again tomorrow. The 
original 
bill provided 
that 
rural 
school teachers 
having 
two years' 
trami'.Tg in a normal or manual train- 
ing school beyond the regular high 
school course, should be entitled lo 
special state aid of $15 per mouth the 
?onn J'^i,?150 the second year, and 
J^OO the third year they remain , in 
the same (rural school. The Herzog 
amendment, which was incorporated, 
gives special state aid to teachers 
who have had three years' practical 
experience 
in a rural 
school, the 
amoirat being graduated according to 
the time the teachers remains in the 
same school district. 


Assemblyman Dickie opposed this 
amendment, claiming it was extrava- 
gant. 
It was favored by Assembly- 
man Xordman and O'Brien, the for- 
mer a county superintendent a decade 
ago. and the latter a school teacher. 
The assembly reconsidered the vote 
by which it killed the Laing plumb- 
ing bill, refused to lull it by a vote of 
36 to 3G, and after amending it sent 
it to engrossment. It provides that 
any firm, persons or corporation de- 
siring to engage in plumbing installa- 
tion, or to install plumbing in connec- 
tion with or dealing in plumbing ma- 
terials shall be required to have a li- 
censed master plumber in-charge An 
amendment by Cretney eliminated the 
word "master" and allows the ap- 
pointment of any plumber. It 
was 
adopted. The bill was -opposed by As- 
semblyman 
Donnelly, 
Crosby and 
Krembs, and favored by Asserablvmen 
Winegar, Hart and Hambrecht. " 
There was- a long debate over the 
bill to create a new judicial circuit by 
detaching Sank county from the rjres- 
circuit composed of Sank and Dane 
coimtios. Assemblyman Carl Hanson 
offered data to prove that Judge B R 
Stevens is overworked and that the 
Dane county circuit is overcrowded 
Assemblyman Diclde of Sauk county 
opposed the bill, saying the legisla- 
ture was forgetting the promises to 
'he people to abolish offices and re- 
fuse to create new ones. The bill was 
rec9nsidered, but no vote was taken 
on its engrossmemt.

Problems of War As They Came 


ADMIRAL FIBRE'S FLYING TORPEDO BOAT MAY DESTROY A FLEET; 
SHIPS CAN BE ATTACKED BY MACHINE EN LAND-LOCKED HARBOR 


(By Carl W. Ackerman.) 
Berl n, July 29. — ]n the western 
campaign Germany met new condi- 
tions of modern warfare 
and 
over- 
came them before the enemies were 
am to eel so. In the eastern war area 
old conditions of fighting have pre- 
vailed throughout the twelve months,' 
and Germany again has hsown that 
she Is as skillful with the old as with 
the new. 


The more valuable territory -which 
has fallen to German arms "in this 
war is Belgium and northern France. 
These conquered 
districts are 
far 
more wealthy than are Hie captured 
Polish and Rattle areas. Yet, without 
donbt, the chief glories of the German 
armies have been won in the 
east. 
Grrmany is proud of the year's 'mag- 
nlflcen; record in the west, but it is 
the march of events in-the east that 
thrills the German people to their 
very souls. In popular imagination, 
the might of the Russian Empire was 
the most disquieting fact of the war 
This belief was encouraged by the 
general feeling that if Germany were 
to hold her own in the great war, 
France must be overwhelmed before 
Russia's mighty millions 
could 
be 
mobilized. Rut Russia came on before 
France, was overwhelmed. Germany 
had to meet her enemies on two fronts 
at once. The people of the Empire 
tremblfd last summer 
as 
Russia's 
hordes crept further and further into 
East Prussia, while 
the campaign 
against the wostern Allies was yet to 
reach its height. 
Germany was not 
afraid cf the western campaign, but 
the fact is privately confessed that 
the Germans did fear the outcome of 
the Slavonic rush. 


German Victory. 


Then, almost over night came the 
news hat the battle of the Mazurian 
Lakes had been fought and had re- 
Fiilted in one of the greatest victories 
for Germany in all history. Seldom is 
a nation thrilled even in wartime as 
Germany was thrilled oy the news 
that Marshal von Hindenburg 
had 
cleared East Prussia of the invaders, 
Kothing that has happened since and 
nothing that is likely to happen will 
equall in Germany's estimation the 
brilliance of von Hindenburg's suc- 
cess. Until the Mazurian battle, Ger- 
many was not sure of herself, von 
Hindenburg gave confidence to his 
country and demonstrated so abso- 
lute a superiority over the Russians 
that the fear of the Slavs vanished as 
light dispels the terrors of the dark, 
von Hindenburg turned the light on 
the Russians and they are now the 
chief inspiration of the contributors to 
Germany's tiumorous weeklies. 
Warsaw has not yet fallen, 
but 
instead the Germans have captured 
Russia's great Baltic Port of Libau, 
which is second in importance only 
to Warsaw and Riga, as an eastern ob- 
jective. 
The Baltic 
operations, In 
fact, would be considered a worthy 
record of the year's warfare against 
Russia, even if nothing else had been 
accomplish^ on that side of Europe. 
But in fact, 
the 
Baltic campaign 
ranks last in importance among the 
three great offensives which the Ger- 


mans have successfully 
develops 
against the Slavs since last August. 


Advance On Warsaw. 


The first of this is 
the

across western Poland to the gates c 
\varsaw. Germany believes this drlv 
alone, coming after the earlier re 
treat from Warsaw, is a greater sue 
cess, judged purely as a military prob 
lem, than all-the victories that th 
Allies can claim. 


Second in importance among sue 
cesses against the Slavs is the free 
ing of Ga.icia. 
This 
campaign i 
ranked in Germany as an offensiv, 
one, differing from the rescue of Eas 
Prussia, 
which 
was 
a 
defensive 
thrust. 
The Galician province wa 
German territory, but had passed a) 
most entirely under Russian contro 
when the Germans undertook to res 
cue it for Austro-Huneary. 
The of 
fcnsive campaign developed by Mar 
sha.1 von Mackensen during the las 
three months is specially praised 'by 
German critics, because t he Slavs 
had so long a time to prepare their 
defenses. 
When the Galician opera 
tions began, it was becoming the gen 
era! conclusion of militarist students 
that a properly entrenched army could 
not be driven back for any consider- 
able distance. 
The Germans, how- 
ever, showed that It could be done. 


The -winning of Galica has bound 
Austro-Hungary closer to the German 


; Empire, and has banished all 
hope 
among the Allies of enticing Vienna 
or Buda Pest into making a separate 
peace. Fully as important, too, the 
Galician campaign has been the cul- 
minating influence -which is prevent- 
ing .the neutral Balkan countries from 
entering the war. 
The 'diplomatic 
work of maintaining the neutrality 
Rour.iania, Bulgaria and Greece has 
caused many sleepless nights at the 
German foreign office in the 
past 
months. 


Perhaps when • the Historians begin 
to write about the events of the past 
year, they will rank above everything 
else in 
importance, the 
influence 
which Germany's mighty victories in 
the east has bad 
on the Balkan 
states, if 
the 
three southeastern 
neutrals had joined the Allies, earlier 
in the war, when Russia's strength 
was at its full, Germany doesn't like 
to think about the 
possible 
conse- 
quences.
